We do not feel safe in our own neighborhood, not to 
mention the unsanitary conditions we are being exposed to. In addition to not 
being able to sleep at night because these people party all night. Please 
enforce the city ordinances put in place to protect the residents that live in our 
city. The RV is in violation of multiple city ordinances and since my original 
email was sent to you there are an additional 3 Rvs in the neighborhood. Along 
with 2 more transients living in the tent outside my bedroom windows. I would 
also like to emphasize that the children attending the elementary school this is 
happening to are being affected. My next door neighbors child is terrified to 
walk to school through the back entrance which is steps away from her home 
instead begs her parents to walk around the block to avoid the encampment. 
This is so disheartening, our children should not be exposed to these 
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environments when there is ways for the city to prevent this. The longer your 
departments takes to enforce this the bigger the encampment is getting and 
therefore I'm sure more challenging for the city to address. So please treat this 
as if it is happening next to your bedroom window and at your child's school.

I never heard back about this encampment and have 
submitted multiple complaints to 311 with no success. The 
encampment has actually moved even closer to my home. As 
I'm sending you this email at midnight the homeless people are 
having a concert within theme selves banging on drums and 
screaming. I am so exhausted by these people my daily life and 
sanity feels at risk here. My family and I wake up early and are 
being deprived of sleep in our home on a constant basis. I feel 
so disappointed in the city of Los Angeles and the lack of 
assistance they provide. I have contacted parking 
enforcement, LAPD watch commander, 311, you and nothing. 
These people are in violation of multiple MC codes but nobody 
seems to want to enforce them. Our kids are watching these 
people do drugs on the side of our homes defecate on our 
sidewalks, break into our cars and there seems to be no help 
from the city. Please help us! They are now located on the 
freeway off ramp at 62nd and Flower st. Hey

North of 62nd St. It is right behind 61st elementary 
school. I have contacted law enforcement multiple 
times include the time one of the individuals threatened 
to stab me. This encampment started with an RV and is 
growing at an alarming rate. These individuals are 
roaming our neighborhood high on drugs at all times of 
the day and night. We feel very unsafe, in addition to 
our vehicles being broken into and property being 
stolen from outside our homes. Not to mention all the 
noice they make late night. All the bedrooms to my 
home are located facing Flower st and we are going on 
day 3 of one of them banging on drums non stop. I have 
contacted the department of parking enforcement to 
report the RV and have not received a response. I will 
appreciate any assistance you can provide me. Per your 
request attached are some pictures of the 
encampment.
